Owing to the lack of some 
central, directing, intelligence, there 
is an enormous amount of waste, es- 
pecially in perishable products. At 
times one hundred cars of fruit or 
vegetables are sent to a  mrarket 
which can consume but ten, and ten 
are sent to a market that can uso 
one hundred. Foodstuffs are shipped 
for long distances only to be re- 
shipped and consumed in the vicinity 
in which they were grown. Our 
storage and transportation facilities 
are first swamped, then starved; 
markets are unsteady and demoraliz- 
ed ; produce is allowed to waste and 


rot in the fields and consumers are 


compelled to pay exorbitant prices. 

Under the present manner of mar- 
keting, the producer receives too lit- 
tle, hence he seeks to lessen his loss- 
es by producing less; the eonsumer 
pays too much and tries to cut down 
his expenses by consuming less; the 
railroads, having less to transport, 
charge more to make up for the loss 
of tonnage; the dealer charges a 
larger profit to make up for the 
smaller sale; and here we go round 
and round in a vicious circle getting 
nowhere, the eircle growing more 
vicious all the while. 

Neither the railroads, nor the comr 
mission men, nor the wholesalers, 
nor the retailers, should be charged 
with all the blame. Both the pro- 
ducer and consumer are entitled to 
their share of it. The producer 
nends to be taught the best manner, 
place, and time to market his crop ;

Canadian War Loan 
Offered to Public 


The War Loan Will Be For 
$50,000,000., And Will Be 
Issued at.9714, and on In- 
terest at Five Per Cent. 


Ottawa, November 21.—Hon. W. T. 
White, minister of finance, tonight 
gave tho following brief memorandum 
in regard to the war, loan of $50,000,- 
000, the details in regard to which 
will be officially announced by the 
minister by way of advertisements in 
the press on Monday. 

“The Canadian war loan is now 
offered for public subscription. Par- 
ticulars of the price and terms of 
the issue, with full inforniation as to 
the mode of subscribing, are con- 
tained in the prospectus which will 
appear in all the press today. Tho 
government confidently appeals to 
the Canadian people to support this 
logan and thus further demonstrate 
the strength, unity and solidarity of 
the empire and our invincible deter- 
minztion to prosecute the war to a 
victorious conclusion.” 

The foregoing statement was all 
that was g ven out “‘ollicially” by 
the department of finance, but it ie 
known that the Canadian war loan 
will be for $50,000,000 and subscrip- 
tions will be received and payments 
made at any chartered bank in this 
country. 

The loan syill be issued at 974 with 
payments as follows: 10 per. cent. on 
application, 74 per cent. on January 
3, 20 per cent. on February 1, 20 
per cent. on March 1, 20 per asnt. on 
April 1, and 26 per. cent. on May 1. 
The installments may be paid in full 
any timo after January 3. 

A full half year’s interest will be 
paid on June 1], 1916. 

Application will be made to list 
the issue on the Montreal and Tor- 
onto stoek exchanges. 

Recognized financial houses will be 
allowed a eommission of one-quarter 
of one per cent. on all allotments 
made. The subscription lists are to 
close during December. 

The loan will be on interest at fivo 
per cent. 

The bonds will be issued in denom- 
inations of $100, $500 and $1,000. 

It is believed here that the confi- 
dence of the minister in the success 
of the loan will be fully justified, 
and that before the end ‘of November 
it will be over-subscribed. Already 
three subscriptions of $1,000,000 have 
been announced. ‘The Imperial Oil 
Company, the Canadian branch of 
the Ford Motor Car company, 3 
western insurance *company, nar 
not yet divulyed, have each announc- 
ed their intention of subscribing one 
million dollars. It is understood 
that the banks and financial institu-

Constitution— 

1. The Reserve Militia will consist 
of such units as are from time to 
time named by the Governor in 
Council. 

Responsibility of Divisional and. 
District Commanders— 


2. Divisional and District Com- 
manders will be responsible for the 
Reserve Militia as they are for other 
troops located in their- areas and 
districts, 

Association with Active Militia— 

3. Units of the Reserve Militia 
may be associated with correspond- 
ing units of the Active Militia. 
Personnel. Age Limit— 

3. The minimum age limit for the 
Reserve militia ‘and the qualifications 
are the same as for the | Active 
Militia. 

Physical Standard— 
_5. All ranks must be physically ft, 
if not for service in the field, for
